London, December 8.—In spite of all 
that has been published about the now 
famous English female suffragists—or 
“suffragettes’’ as the London newspapers 
call them-—-the most striking thing of all 
in connection with their crusade thas yet 
to be told of in print. It has not been 
stated before—in fact, it is hardly known 
to any bot the suffragists’ executive com- 
mittee—that the founder and chief organ- 
izer of what, whether it succeeds or not, 
must be described as one of the most 
extraordinary movements of recent times, 
is a girl of 25. A pretty, “‘fluffy,’’ girl 
moreover is Christabel Pankhurst, to 
whom W. T. Stead—one of the, few people 
who know the full story of her achieve- 
ments, referred the other day as “The 
English Joan of Arc,’’ and around whose 
standard of *“Votes for Women’ some 
of the most famous and influential folk 
of both sexes in this country have lately 
ranged themselves. 

As American readers probably ‘have 
heard, the avowed adherents to the fe- 
male suffrage cause in this tountry now 
include George Meredith, Lady Frances 
Balfour, the sister-in-law of the late 
prime minister; Bernard Shaw, Mrs. 
saumphrey Ward, Beatrice Harraden and 
that gifted writer, the Hon: Mrs. Alfred 
Lyttelton, whose husband until lately was 
British colonial secretary—not to mention 
that a daughter of Richard Cobden has 
recently been undergoing imprisonment 
as a willing martyr to the cause of the 
much be-mocked ‘“‘suffragettes.”’ it may 
be said, too, that of late there has been 
a marked change in. the attitude of the 
English press toward the women whose 
fight for the suffrage hag attracted so 
much attention, and with Premier Camp- 
bell-Banherman himself an avowed sym- 
pathizer it would be unsafe indeed to af- 
firm that the whole agitation is bound to 
come to naught. . 

Bitterly as the “suffragettes” have been 
denounced on account cf their turbulent 
methods, it is nowhere denied that their 
crusade has compelled world-wide atten- 
tion in an incredibly Short time: So it 
is all the more astonishing that the ge- 
nius of -the movement should be a girl 
who looks hardly out of her teens, and 
who, when not on the platform, or de- 
fying policemen, or directing her fellow 
workers for the “cause,” -would be taken 
for a placid, unambitious damsel of the 
domestic and home-loving type. Incident- 
ally Christabel Pankhurst is rich, her 
father. the late Dr. Pankhurst, of Man- 
chester, having been exiremely wealthy. 
He was unusually gifted, too, as an ora- 
tur and a writer, and both of these tai- 
ents are inherited in a large measure by 
his pretty daughter.

He Refused and She Opened Fire, 
Woman Accuses Brown of Aid- 
ing Her to Secure a Divorce. 
Says He Is Father of Two 
of Her Children. 
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Washington, December 8.—Former Unit- 
ed States Senator Arthur Brown, of Utah, 
tonight lies in a critical condition in 
Emergency hospital from a pistol shot 
wound in the abdomen inflicted by Mrs. 
Anna M. Bradley, of Salt Lake, who 
arrived here today, from that city: The 
shooting occurred in Senator Brown’s 
apartments in the Raleig;, hotel, where 
Mrs. Bradley also had registered under 
the nome of “A. B. Brown.’ She was 
arrested. 

Senator Brown wag conveyed to the hos- 
pital, where he was immediately put 


upon the operating table. Two shots 
were fired, one grazing his left hand and 
the other entering the abdomen and lode- 
ing in the pelvic cavity. After working 
over him for nearly two hours, the sur- 
geons decided that for the present at 
least they would’ make no further at- 
tempts to find the bullet. It was stated 
tonight that while Senator Brown’s con- 
dition wag critical, there was reason to 
believe that he may recover. 

She Wanted Brown to Wed Her. 

Mrs. Bradley arrived shortly after noon. 
After being assigned a room, she imme- 
diately went to Senator Brown’s apart- 
ment. There were no witnesses to the 
shooting, but a floor maid heard the shots 
and at once notified the management. In 
a statement. tonight, Mrs. Bradley said 


Senator Brown miarry her. 
relations were~well known. in Salt Lake. 

“I asked him if.he was going to do the 
infact thing ‘by me,’* she said, maintain- 
ihg'a remarkable composure. 

“His reply was to put on his coat and 
Start to leave the room, and I shot him. 
I abhor acts,of this character, but in 
this case it wis fully justified. 

While expressing no sorrow for her act, 
she declared.that she was glad to know 
that Senator Brown might recover. 

“TI. was practically penniless when T got 
here today,” she said, “having only $1.25, 
and after paying the cabman all the 
money I had fn the world was $!.”’ 

She said she urged Senator Brown to 
marry her, that he pad been instrumental 
in the divorce between her husband and 
herself, and that as his wife Wag dead, 
he now could “do the right thing”’ by her.

Mrs, Bradley is a brunétte,’ about 38 


old. Her first act after being 
taken to the police station was to send 
for Senator Sutherland. of Utah, who 
called on her tonieht and had a lone talk 
with her. Senator Sutherland regretted 
being brought into the case, but said that 
Mrs. Bradley had sent for him because 
ae was the only man here whom she 
new. 


Brown Father of Her Children. 
To him she unbosomed herself and told 
the stery of her relations with Senator 
Brown.

Facilities to Be Enlerged., 
The state reformatory is a two-story 


brick building, containing offices for of- 


fcials, sleeving quarters for more than 
2 hundred boys, dining room, recitation 
room and chapel and all other absolutely 
necessary features for beginning the pro- 
posed work. 

The institution {is not, of course, in 
anything like perfect shape as yet. Bvt 
the state has made a good beginning, 
and as the situation demands it the neé>- 
essary improvements and extension of 
facilities will be forthcoming. 

The building is located on land belong- 
ing to the state in Baldwin county, sev- 
eral miles out from Milledgeville, an-i 
at a distance from the state farm where 
ordinary prisoners are sent, so that there 
will be no connection whatever betweer.

The commission proposes to amplify and 
enlarge the facilities of the institution 
as the occasion may demand. 

The Reformatory Law. 

Governor Terrell’s proclamation, open- 
ing the reformatory at once, having besn 
issued, something about the law under 
which it was estabushed and under 
which it will be operated, will be of spe- 
cial interest at this time. 

No person over 16 yeears of age can 
be sent to the reformatory. All persons 
of 16 years of age or under, who have 
been convicted of any crime against 
the laws of the state not punishable by 
Aeath or imprisonment for life, may, in 
the discresion of the judge having juris. 
diction, be committed to the Georgia 
state reformatory. 

All sentences are to be indeterminate, 
except where they are for more.than five 
years, no sentence being allowed to ex- 
tend beyond the time when the person 
sentenced becomes of age. Sentences 
in’ misdemeanor cases are not allowed to 
exceed two years. 

The general supervision of the refor- 
matory is vested in the prison commis- 
sion, which has power to make.all] rules 
and regulations governing it and to ap- 


Will Enforce Proper Discipline. 

Discipline is to be enforceu. but it {s 
to be of such @ character as will re-. 
mote thelr health and conduce ‘to im- 
provement in studies and employment. 
The commission is given powér to estab- 
lish a parole system for the inmates, 
holding them liable to be taken back at 

any time until 2! years old, for any in- 
penta of law. A written order sign«d 
by any member of the commission will 
act as a warrant for the arrest of any 
former inmate on parole, 7 

Pardons by the governor are provide} 
for, as. are also the separation of tne 
races and of males and females. 

‘The act provides. that prisoners, con- 
fined in the staté prison farm or in any 
of the chaingang of the state, who are 
16 years old or der at the time 2f 
the opening of the reformatory, and who 
have not been sentenced for life, may 
in the discretion of the: commission, be 
moved to the state; reformatory. It is 
understood to be the. intention .of the 
commission to have such , re- 
moved at an early date to this institu- 
tion. 

Credit is. to be allowed the inmats 
for good deportmient “and excellence In 
study and dilligence in labor, 

It is provided that the commission 
shall sell to therbest advantage. all ag*i- 
cultural products raised there, but not 
used in the reformatory,: and apply the 
proceeds towards the mae of the 
institution. : 

Other sections Of: the act neeidad? how 
the reformatory should be built and es- 
tablished, and it is provided in conclu- 
sion that the state reformatory act shall 
not affect any county or municipal re- 


tormatory for. juvenile migdemeanor co}- 
victs now established or which may 
hereafter be established. If any such 
county or municipality should at any 
time abolish its reformatory, provision 
is made for transferring the inmatés 
thereof to the state reformatory. 

The new reformatory, it is thoug.::, 
comes into being under splendid auspices 
and the outcome of the experiment will 
be watched with widespread interest and

We note with pleasure the formation in 
Atlanta of a “Christian League” for the 
purpose of preventing further mob out- 
breaks, and of aiding in the solution of 
the race problem. It is being organized 
by the Atlanta Business Men’s Gospel 
Union, of which ex-Governor Wy 2 
Northen is president, in consultation and 
in cooperation with the ministers of the 
city, and it is particularly noteworthy 
that members of both races are asked to 
join. This is, we beHeve, the first time 
that an organization of both races to deal 
with the south’s terrible problem has 
ever been suggested. It is to meet at tne 
call of the Gospel Union, and its members 
are expected to “constitute themselves a 
of honor, hoping 
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the effect that they will today deliver 
sermons impressing upon their con- 
gregations the primal civic duty of 
law and order. These disccurses, 
men who hold the re- 
spect and confidence of the thinking 
class of both races, will also hold up 
religious principles as the substan- 
tial backgrougd of ali human con- 
duct, showing that their observance 
in the spirit, as well as the letter, 
will. minimize the friction, distrust 
and misunderstanding ‘now interfering 
with tranquil relations between the 
Traces.

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GRANT PARK AUDITORIUM 
NOW BEING CONSTRUCTED 


HE work of building a large and a 
handsome pavilion at Grant Park 
is now under way and next sum- 

mer there will be a place at the park 
where women and children can be shel- 
tered from rain, where large audiences 
ean be entertained on public occasions 
and where people can sit and read and 
enjoy the cool breezes without fear of 
being attacked by redbugs. 
Superintendent Myers calls it the 
“Grant Park Auditorium.’’. It is being

The pavilion or auditorium will be 
large enough to hold between 4,000 and

3,500.

The roof will be an ‘arch $6 feet high’ 
and there will be no posts within the 
pavilion.

Objection to making a convent out of 
the police matron’s ward comes from the 
central juvenile protectory committee in

He thinks it a reflection on Matron 
Sanderson to say that she shall not be 


interviewed unless in the presence of 4 
police officer.

“Bditor Constitution: Referring to the 
item in Saturday’s paper announcing the 
fact that all male visitors are to be 
barred from the matron’s quarters un- 
less accompanied by a police officer, per- 
mit me to point out one or two things.
